BRITAIN AND WAR DEBTS 


Questions asked in the House of Commons 
failed to elicit information as to whether Britain 
ig to collect the war debts owing to her by the 
countries which she financed through the war. For 
the reason pernaps that the Ministers do not know. 
Under the Lausanne convention Britain has th 
right to collect, but getting the money is a different 
matter. 

When the war debts were funded ten years ago 
allied governmen's owed Britain 2,300,000,000 pounds, 
against 945,000,000 pounds owed by Britain to the 
United States. In the meantime Britain has paid 
357.000.000 pounds and collected 71,000.000. John 
Bull, for all his reputation for hard-headedness, 
seems to be a good deal better at paying than at 
collecting. 

Of the 2,300,000.000 owing to Britain, 1,000,000,000 
had been advanced to Russia. The Soviet repudiated 
this loan, along with all the debts of the old regime, 
and the question asked in the Commons answers 
itself in respect to that half of debts receivable 
That leaves the balance owing to Britain by coun- 
tries which have not repudiated about twice the 
amount Britain still owes the United States. 

Great Britain has therefore something more than 
a debtor's interest in the debt question. Its interest 
ag a creditor is far greater. If it can collect, it can 
pay without loss. Otherwise the British taxpayer 
faces the unpleasant alternative of refusing to pay 
or of paying the legitimate debts of the countries 
that owe him. If somebody would tell him and his 
Government how to collect, that would be an 
immense and much appreciated favor. 


SHOULD HAVE SAID IT IN 
OTTAWA 

“An easy money policy including a vigorous and 
consistent campaign of open market purchases on 
the part of the leading central banks should be a 
dominant feature of this program. But when the 
general confidence is at a low ebb, increased credit 
must be made effective by government initiative, 
through the construction of public works.” 


Premier Bennett in these words indicated two 
lines of policy which he thought should be strongly 
urged at the world economic conference. In that 
he should and will have the almost unanimous 
backing of the people of Canada, particularly of 
that considerable section of the Canadian populace 
that has been trying in vain for years to get him 
to do one or other of these things or both. 

This is what Mr. Bennett should have been 
Saying to the parliament which met at Ottawa last 
October and prorogued in May without either 
making money “easy” or launching a program of 
public works’ construction—or doing any other 
thing that might or could exert a major influence 
for the betterment of conditions and the restoration 
of lost public confidence. 


Mr. Bennett did not need the permission or 
sanction of a world conference to start an easy 
money campaign in Canada through the agency 
of a central bank, nor to undertake a program of 
public works that would have given ernployment 
to unemployed men in thousands. He could have 
done either or both at any time during the last 
three years, dnd did neither. 

As a confession of neglected opportunities, the 
Premier's staternent at London is welcome. But 
it comes about two years too late to be convincing 
or do any good, and it was not said in the place 
where Mr. Bennett's word is law and where those 
excellent proposals could have been implemented 
immediately. 


WHY THE HUGE SURPLUS? 
The United States department of agriculture has 
@iven out some interesting and highly 


valuable 


+ 


information as to why there is a huge surplus 


of wheat in the world 

Ten years ago, it is stated in an official report 
igsued by the department, the world wheat 
plus was about 270 million bushels 
about 504 millions The increase 
bushels 

In the same period “Importing Europe has in- 
créased its own annual production from 939 rmil- 
lions to 1251 million bushels The 312 
million bushels 

That shows why there is a world surplus of 
embarrassing and price-depressing magnitude It 
is the importing, not the exporting countries, that 
have piled up this excess supply. The importing 
countries have increased their production to an 
extent that accounts for 412 out of the 324 millions 
by which the present surplus exceeds that of ten 
years ago. 

If the importing countries had not adopted a 
policy of barring out oversea wheat and “growing 
their own” by all sorts of uneconomic devices, the 
world carry-over would now be only a few million 
bushels greater than it was in 1923, an amount alto- 
gether too small to exert any strongly depressive 
influence upon prices.

to the reduction of wheat acreage, they had better 
find out what the importing countries intend to do 
in that regard. If the importing countries are to 
go on growing wheat in the present volume, and 
shutting out oversea wheat, the effect of cutting 
down production in the exporting countries by 
arbitrary action would be to leave the growers in 
these countries with less wheat to sell at prices 
that may be no better. 

The importing countries have not gone heavily 
into wheat production because that is a profitable 
business for them. It isn’t. It is only possible 
because foreign wheat is excluded by sky-high 
tariffs and “quota” laws, and home production 
stimulated by bonuses. The inference is that they 
would be growing no more than they grew ten 
years ago if the products they can produce profit- 
ably were admitted into the markets of other 
countries as freely as they then were. 

The key to the restoration of “normalcy” in 
wheat production is a reduction of tariffs and a 
removal of trade barriers, which would permit the 
former customers of the exporting countries to find 
sale abroad for other products to which their soil 
and plentiful labor supply are better adapted. The 
importing countries increased wheat production, 
and created the present embarrassing surplus of 
wheat, because the world refused to buy the things 
they could produce economically.

RUSSIA INCREASES ACREAGE

the Fire in the United States. He 
has arrived at the place where he 
is telling the rest of the country 
via the Roosevelt Brain Trust how 
to do it and he is getting himself 
talked about.

“cedents, their exultant plunge 
“into experiments, their majestic 
“contempt of expense leave the 
“nation breathless with wonder.” 

It may be the professors will 
arise to remark that the nation 
for whom the newspaper speaks 
has been breathless quite otten 
within recent years and so the ex- 
perience will not be new. The 
Times concludes with the pious 
hope that the country will be able 
to stand the bill.

A house on St. Paul street was

The Bank of Montreal cele- 
brated it centenary in 1917 and 
has the proud record of never 
having had a run or even the 
slightest suspicion as to its sound- 
ness. It is among the front rank 
of world banks, solid and safe, 
for many years the fiscal agent 
of the Dominion of Canada which 
it did so much to cement by its 
support of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway.

The Passing Show 
By J. &. Cowper. 

The Cutty Sark Club of Edmonton, skippered 
by Roger R. Macpherson, has invited me to an 
honorary membership in the Edmonton Watch. 
This is a real honor that must be accepted with 
gratitude. The Cutty Sark clubs of Winnipeg and 
Edmonton are among the most exclusive clubs of 
Canada. One has to have “followed the sea” to 


qualify for membership. This limits the quantity 


and heightens the quality of those eligible. Yet the 

Edmonton Watch numbers over fifty men who have 

at some time or other followed the sea for a living. 
* * 

Cutty Sark was the fleetest of the British fleet 
ot tea clippers. Her performances on a wind are 
still something to marvel at, even in these days of 
steam and Diesel engines. Old sailormen never 
ceased to praise her beauty and prowess. 

A great sea duel was once held between Cutty 
Sark and Thermopylae, which Basil Lubbock re- 
calls in his book “The China Clippers.” Both ves- 
sels left Shanghai on the same day in 1872 loaded 
with tea for England. The north-east monsoon 
began to rage, splitting Cutty Sark’s fore top- 
gallant sail into ribbons, but still the vessels kep‘ 
in sight of each other for days. Reaching the 
equator after four weeks at sea they were within 
eight miles of each other, with Cutty Sark in the 
lead. 

Waterspduts outside Stolzes Channel forced 
Cutty Sark to bear up out of her course and take 
in sail, but she arrived at Anjer next day only 1% 
miles behind Thermopylae. 

Then came the strong south-east trades, the sort 
of gales Cutty Sark revelled in, and her log showed 
runs of 340, 327 and 320 miles on three consecutive 
days. She would undoubtedly have run clean away 
from Thermopylae, but that on August 15, after 
losing her fore and main lower topsails and being 
struck with a tremendous sea, her rudder was car- 
rid away from the trunk downwards. 

Thereafter for six days the vessel lay hove to in 
the heavy seas while the carpenter and crew set to 
work on constructing a jury rudder and sternpost. 
By the evening of August 20 when the crew of 
Cutty Sark had finished the difficult job of ship- 
ping the jury rudder in the heavy sea, Thermopy- 
lae, according to her skipper’s private log, was then 
490 miles ahead and entering fair winds. 

Thereafter the skipper of Cutty Sark had to 
keep down the speed of his ship to eight knots 
lest he carry away his temporary rudder, which 
finally broke away on September 20. 

a % % 

Sailor men will appreciate the skill of Capt. 
Moodie in effecting these repairs at sea in a sailing 
ship. After repairing his jury rudder to work on 
the iron stanchions instead of the eyebolts, he made 
a first unsuccessful attempt to sink it into place by 
the aid of a 560 lb. kedge anchor. A bad sea was 
running and the anchor was lost 

Next day with a reduced sea, Capt. Moodie 
worked out a scheme for fixing the rudder and 
post into place without the use of weights. The 
sails were filled and the ship given headway. The 
rudder and post were lowered overboard to stream 
behind. As the rudder head was hauled close to 
the trunk Capt. Moodie gave the order to have 
the sails hauled aback. When the ship lost head- 
way. the weight of the chains partially sank the 
rudder. As the ship gathered sternway the slack 
of the guys was hauled in and the heel of the 
rudder sank, allowing the head to be hauled up 
through the trunk. 

It's easy to describe on paper, but I wonder if 
there is a skipper living today who could perform 
that feat?

With the new jury rudder it was possible to 
keep the ship to a speed of 200 mlies a day, though 
on the last lap of her passage Cutty Sark had fresh 
head winds to contend with, making but 139 miles 
in 11 days. Nevertheless in this great sea duel of 
speed Cutty Sark reached the Downs within less 
than a week of her great rival. 

There are some men who in defeat wage a better 
fight in life than others who are crowned with 
success. So is it with ships. Thermopylae won 
the race but the honors all go to Cutty Sark.

That was a wonderful and thought-provoking 
disclosure made by Dr. E. Fritze of Beth David 
Hospital, New York, to the American Medical 
Association last week, of the “raising from the 
dead” for the space of 48 hours of a man who had 
a confidential matter of great importance to reveal 
to his son. 

Story-writers and dramatists will find scope for 
their imaginative faculties in conjuring up a set of 
circumstances which would warrant a request to be 
kept alive for such a purpose; the fact of the “arti- 
ficial pacemaker” and its ability to restore heart 
action is sufficient to make marvel and provoke 
thought.

The machine itself is an electric contrivance of 


great delicacy that can send charges as light as the 
thousandth part of a volt into the right auricle of 
the heart, through a needle inserted through the 
chest. It can re-start the motion of the heart after 
it has stopped. Where the heart has stopped from 
shock it may give the patient a new lease of life. 
In the instance quoted before the American Medi- 
cal Association the patient was biologically and 
legally dead of a chronic heart disease when the 
machine was applied to restore heart action. It 
kept it going till the arrival of his son from the 
Pacific coast In the 48-hour duration of his 
second life the patient was able to rid his soul of 
the burdening secret

Dr. Fritze disclosed that about a hundred per- 
sons have been treated by the “pacemaker” after 
they have been biologically dead. Each had been 
restored to life for longer or shorter periods. Some 
are alive today. 

The one important question that the clergy have 
put to the returned souls from the other side, has 
been in regard to their sensations after death. 
Have they experienced any sensation: do they 
bring back any memories from the Great Beyond? 

The answer given by the hundred has been 
uniform, says Dr. Fritze. Not one has any memory. 
Not one can tell of any sensation. Not one that 
knew he had been dead. Death had come upon 
them as a dreamless sleep; they had known only 
of the “pacemaker” as an awakening—one imagines 
a rather more unpleasant awakening than usual. 

Dr. Fritze is a heart specialist engaged on re- 
search work. He makes no bid as a Philosopher or 
4&5 @ researcher in the occult. His patients confirm 
what Shakespeare and other great minds have 
imagined, that Death is a blotting out of sense and 
memory, and that it comes as a welcome anodyne 
to bodies and minds racked by pain or remorse.

*SOUFFLE OF SQUASH—2's cups of cooked 
mashed squash, % cup of whole milk, 1 egg, 1 
tablespoonful butter. 

Afterssquash has been thoroughly mashed, grad- 
ually beat in the milk and yolk of the egg. Whip 
the whites of the egg stiff and dry and fold into 
the squash, turn into oiled dish, and bake in a 
moderate oven for about thirty-five minutes. Add 
to each serving a generous lump of butter. 

**STUFFED CELERY—Add to peanut butter 
the desired amounts of minced ripe olives, chopped 
parsiey, and enough of the pulp drained from 
canned tomatoes to make a smooth paste. Work 
ingredients together with fork and fill the grooves 
of crisp, well bleached celery stalks of uniform 
length. Chill before serving.
